RESTORED TO BBS; 


RIGHTS AS CITIZEN 


Kentland, Ind., Dec: 24— (A.P.) 


—His civil rights restored by a 
full presidential pardon, Warren 
T. McCray, fonnejr governor of 
Indiana who served more than 
three years in Atlanta Federal 
prison for using the mails to de- 
fraud, today anticipated a happy 
Christmas. 


"It's going to ge a great Christ- 


mas for us," he said when word 
came that President Hoover had 
granted the pardon late yester- 
day. McCray has lived, since his 
parole in 1927, on his stock farm 
near here where he once had a 
herd of 600 Herefords, trying to 
regain his position as a success- 
ful stock raiser. 


Rated a millionaire when he 


took office as governor hi 1921, 
McCray suffered financial disas- 
ter in the collapse of farm values 
in 1923. His efforts to reorganize 
his finances, led to his indict- 
ment on charges he misrepre- 
sented his holdings in letters to 
banks regarding loans. McCray 
denied intent to defraud, and en- 
tered prison May 1. 


The stock man held his guber- 


natorial duties' partly responsi- 
ble for inattention to his farm 
and for his financial difficulties. 
On his return from prison, he 
found himself state's witness in 
the trial of another governor, Ed 
Jackson, testifying as to events 
ocurring during McCray's tenure 
of the office. McCray said Jack- 
son offered iiim a $10,000 bribe to 
make a certain man Marion 
County prosecutor, but he 're- 
fused. Jackson invoked the stat- 
ute of limitations to win a direct- 
ed verdict of acquittal. 


McCray and his wife will spend

ters and two grandchildren in 
Indianapolis.

EXTRA SESSION IS 


DEEMED NECESSARY 


BY SENATOR BORAH 


Washington, Dec. 23—(AP)— 


Legitimate reasons exist, says 
Senator Borah, Republican, Ida- 
ho, for holding a nextra session 
of congress hi the spring. 


The Idahoan voiced this sen- 


timent yesterday while adminis- 
tration leaders were going over 
the complicated situation in the 
senate, carefully seeking every 
way of averting just such an 
event.

bills to regulate interstate mo- 
torbus lines and power rates, to 
revise railroad 
legislation, to 


curtail the use of injunctions hi 
labor disputes and for enacting 
the export debenture plan of 
farm relief. For these he saw 
no prospect of passage during 
the two months remaining—to. 
the 71st congress. 


A suggestion advanced by sev- 


eral senators that if the neces- 
sary appropriation bills were 
threatened by filibustering, a 
continuing resolution be passed 
to renew last year's allotments, 
met with administration disfav- 
or. At the White House it was 
said the president had no in- 
tention of asking such action.

A PEISON AND A SHRINE 


A proposal ttiat a federal penitentiary be built 


on the site of Fort McHenry,-at>JBaUamore, SQene 
«f the birthplace of fiie "Star-Spangled Banner, 
•was made recently *y some government official 
4n Washington. Naturally, it has drawn the fire 
•of patriotic organizations. 


Fort McHenry, in case your memory is hazy, 


guarded the approach to Baltimore during the 
War of 1812. In the year 1814 the -British ad- 
•«yanced to capture the city. "Washington" had 
already been seized, and Baltimore at that period 
•was the nation's capital. But Fort McHenry stood 
in the way, and a fierce all-night bornbardment 
fey the British fleet f ailed to reduce it; and 
Francis Scott Key, looking on, -wrote a poem that 
toecame the national anthem, and the British 
sailed away and Baltimore remained untaken. 


All of -which makes it evident that Fort-Mc- 


Henry is a real shrine of patriotism, a,place 
worth preserving; and it justifies the following 
remark by Paul C. Wolman, commander-in-chief 
of the Veterans of Foregn Wars: 


-The mere suggestion that Fort McHenry be 


torn down and a penal institution be erected in 
Its place is particularly repugnant to every 
patriotic American." 


.However, when you stop to think about it, the 


-whole business simply emphasizes how woefully 
inadequate our prison system in America really 
is. 


A prison ought to be a place where society's 


derelicts are reclaimed for society's service. In a 
thoroughly civilized country it would be much, 
•anore than a mere lockup; it-would be something 
of a hospital for sick minds, and a sociological 
clinic, and a workshop and training school. In it, 
a wise society -would take the men who (have 
fallen into crime and fit them for decent lives 
and good citizenship. 


Such an institution would be a thing for a 


nation to be proud of; and it would -be highly 
fitting to put such an institution -on the site of a 
reminder of old "wars. tJhder such circumstances, 
the plan to put a prison at Fort McHenry would 
appear in a totally different light. 


But our prisons don't come within miles of that 


status now. They are mere lockups. " Most men 
come out of them worse than -when they went in. 
So Commander Wolman's protest is thoroughly 
•justified. 


IT AFFECTS'All/OF ^US 


Some people often complaint that, newspaper 


and magazine ^editors worry too much ."about 
crime conditions in New York and Chicago. -Ad- 
mitting that: the'situation in each-of-these'cities 
is quite as bad as has beeri reported, these people 
assert that; after all, it means nothing else to the 
rest of the country, and that the rest -of the 
country, therefore, should not haye: to" bother its 
collective head~about something that is the direct 
concern only of the New Yorker and'the Chi- 
cagoan. 


All of this sounds well on the'surface; but now 


and then<something happens to show just why a 
bad gang condition-in Chicago, for. Instance, is a 
matter' of concern to citizens' in: towns hundreds 
of miles away—people who never-saw Chicago 
and never expect to. 


Here, is an example. In Kansas*. City the other 


day the police rounded up a r gang -of youthful 
-bandits. The oldset one, -leader and organizer of 
the crew, was just 17; tout'he is accused: of two 
murders, which he is said to have c committed 
..during gasoline station'hbldups-iin ofder to im- 
press two flappers-saged 16—who'were among" his 
admirers. 


Now all of- this is tolerably -• shocking; the more 


so when you'consider the fact-that all of these 
precocious .children -were very* obviously copying 
the deeds of the Al Capones arid Bugs Morans of 
Chicago, the Arnold 'Rothsteins "arid 'the * Jack 
Diamonds of New York. 


'Nor is it 'entirely surprising that" they' should. 


'These big-city gangsters have won wealth arid 


• power, and a certain kind of fame," by their..lives 
of crime. Is it to be wondered at if youngsters 
decide that' these are men worth copying? Is it 
reallyvery amazing if they conclude'that a life of 
crime is a fine kind of life for an ambitious youth 
to pursue? 


That is'how these "Chicago and,'New York 


.gangsters affect all of us. They set up the wrong 
kind of standards'for our young people to copy. 
They provide a living • contradiction for our 
• maxims about honesty and good' citizenship. 


And that is-why it-is our concern -when- crime 


conditions in' fche- great metropolitan 'centers1' get 
unduly bad. 'We may not be affected-'directly,'in 
that our lives "and property may'Jiotr be'en- 
dangered; ' but indirectly we -are affected -very 
profoundly.
